CHICACJO, November 26th. — A Wash- 


ington special says: There ia more work 
upon the calendars of Congress than 
can be done between now nud March 4th, 
if no more bills ore introduced. Among 
those which, if passed, will talje the 
most money from the Treasury are the 
following: 
The Blair Education 
bill 


has passed tbe Senate. As passed by 
the Senate it appropriates $77,000,000. 
The Pension bills nre almost limitless 
in their demands. 
A rough estimate 


shows that the amount required to 
carry out tho provisions of tbe Pension 
bills is $150,000,000. Twenty-five mill- 
ions more wilt ba needed to fulfill the 
provisions of Senator "Wado Hampton's 
bill to pny officers of the 
colonial 


armies half-pay for life, which was au- 
thorized by various Acts of Congress. 
One hundred bills nre pending which 
provide for public buildings. Most of 
them will undoubtedly go through be- 
fore March 4th. The total amount ap- 
propriated 
by them is about $20,000,- 


000. 
The Ben Hollidrty, McGarrahan 


and a troop of private claims, which ap- 
pear annually und cost the Government 
thousands of dollars for printing and 
paper, call for §30,000,000, while $24,- 
000,000 will be needed to reimburse the 
States for cluin.a ugu'mst the Federal 
Government for moneys expended dur- 
ing the llevolutionury and Indian wars, 
and the war of the llebelliou. An esti- 
mate of the amouut required to equalize 
bounties is §100,000,000. Cue million 
•will be needed to establish new soldier's 
homoii in Kansas, Jlicbigan and other 
States. Tho I'reuch spoliations, Ven- 
ezuela and othur depredation claims 
foot up $10,000,000. 
' 


for the permanent improvement of the 
Erie Canal, together with the Maryland 
and Delaware Ship Canal bill, the Hen- 
uepin • Canal proposition, the bill for 
new cruisers, and the payment of other 
miscellaneous claims together with the 
Biver and Harbor bill, would swell tbe 
amount to nearly yuOO,000,000 which 
Congress is asked to appropriate, aside 
from the regular Appropriation jfcills. 
Some of these measures have received 
favorable reports from the various com- 
mittees, and it is quits likely that in the 
hurry of a short session muny "jobs" 
•will be rushed through. 


It is said a curious" technicality has 


arisen iu West Virginia, which 
may 


change tho State (jovernmeut uud pos- 
sibly give the electoral vote of the Stato 
to BUiue. At the October election n 
constitution amendment was adopted 
changing the election of State officers 
from October to November. A number 
of 
Prohibitionists immediately put 
ti 


ticket for Stale officers in the field. It 
also bore tho names of tfce Republican 
Presidential Electors, und in the Fourth 
District the name of the Kepnblican 
candidate for Congress. 
At the Novem- 


ber electiou abom 15,000 of these votes 
were cast, 500 in the Fourth District. 
These were thrown out, electing the 
Democratic candidate by 16d majority. 
A recount is called for, which it is said 
will elect the Bepublicnn Congressional 
candidate, and probably the Republi- 
can electoral ticket.

It is fortunate, indeed, snys an Ohio 


paper, that, a llepublicau Senate will 
stand like a break-water between the 
country and a rampant, hungry Demo- 
cratic administration, intent on nothing 
but tearing Gown the good work of BB- 
publicau rale, and rushing to the pub- 
lic cub for fodder. 
Not a lino of the 


existing legislation can bo lepealod un- 
less a Republican Senate desires it, 
This saves, for four yours at leai>t, the 
•whole body of war legislation, 
and 


everything pertaining to this currency, 
the tariff and nil the multitudinous inter- 
ests of business. The preservation oi 
the war legislation will prevent any 
legal steps against the present rights of 
persons in the South, and any rebtora- 
tiou of rights forfeited for participation 
in rebellion, such as the prohibitions 
against entering the army or the navy. 


Not t. lino of new legislation, whether 


in the direction of carrying out a Dem- 
ocratic polioy, or of modifying legisla- 
tion heretofore parsed by Republicans, 
caa be enacted unless it satisfies (he 
Republican Somite. 


So far, then, us the statute books nre 


concerned, tlie South has riot paowed 
into Democratic keeping, nor has it the 
power to lay its hands upon the laws 
whicb give peace and stability to busi- 
netid. 


All legislation must be alone conserv- 


ative lines or it will die in the oommit- 
teo-rooms of the Senate, or on the floor 
of this Republican body; and this re- 
striction protects the whole subject of 
tariff, the banks and the currency. 


A new President is also wholly in the 


power of the Senate in the case of 
every appointment he seeks to make. 
As all know, the President alone does 
not appoint. 
The phrase "by and -with 


the advice and consent of the Senate" 
means much to a President, and much 
to a minority party whan the latter has 
the majority in the upper house. When 
the Senate is in accord with a President, 
his nominations are practically appoint- 
ments. 
But when it is controlled by 


tho opposite party, he may be over- 
ruled in any change he seeks to make. 


It is true ihat under the tenure) of 


office act, he may remove during a re- 
cess of the Senuto, and install new men 
in the vacancies he thus creates. 
But 


this is a temporary matter. When tho 
Senate 
meetd, 
tho President must, 


within ten days of assembling, report 
all such changes, together with his rea- 
sons for making them, for the consid- 
ation nud'action of the Senate. If this 
body sees fit to approve the action of 
the President it stands, otherwise tho 
person sought to be removed is restored 
to 
office, 
and 
the 
one 
thus 


temporarily put into the enforced va- 
cancy retires without pay for the time 
he has thus performed duties for which 
he lacked the necessary authority of 
Senate sanction. 


Thus the Senate has a full veto 


power in the whole range of the patron- 
age. 
It cannot compel the President 


to appoint any particular person, but it 
can effectually prevent the President 
from 
permanently installing any one 


•whom it deems unfit for office. 


In the matter of Cabinet officers, it is 


the custom of the Senate, without re- 
gard to its party majority, not to inter- 
pose any obstacles to confirmation. 
The theory is that a President should 
be allowed to choose his own constitu- 
tional advisers. 


Gov. Bourm, of Rhode Island, has 


appointed Hon. William P. Sheffield, 
of Newport, XT. S. Senator until the 
Khode Island Legislature shall elect a 
successor to the late Senator Anthony. 
Mr. Sheffield was a member of 
the 


national Honse of Representatives from 
1801 to 1863. 
Ho is an able jurist and 


a genuine Rhode Islander. 


Strange to say the vote in Ohio, at 


the Presidential election, was less than 
at the October election. The total Tote 
was 785,179, being 1,038 leas than ot 
the October election, when it was 786,- 
217. 
Elaine's plurality was 31,793 and 


Jlis majority 15,363.

Washington special says: Several pri- 
vate consultations have been held here 
within the past faw days among Dem- 
ocratic Senators and members of Con- 
gress and other gentlemen of high re- 
pute ia that party in relation to the 
proper observance of the inauguration 
of Cleveland.

Such 


a spectacle as would bo presented by a 
battalion of veterans from all of the 
thirty-eight Status in the Union, each 
carrying the flag of their State as well as 
that of the United States, has never yet 
been witnessed, and it is urged that it 
would be the highest possible demon- 
stration of the unity and patriotism of 
tho American people. 


The gentlemen who have proposed 


this demonstration say that thoy do not 
intend it for n mere idle pageant, but as 
a solemn and conclusive declaration 
that the war which ended nearly years 
ago should ba, and is, remembered now 
by those who participated in it upon 
either side, not as a continual source of 
bitterness, but as the highest proof of 
American valor, and that the soldiers of 
tho Confederate army not only accept 
all the results of the war, but aie to-day 
entirely loyal to the flag and to the 
Government of the United States and 
are ready and willing to bear arras in 
support thoieof whenever called upon 
by the lawful authorities. The gentle- 
men who have taken hold of this matter 
are very enthusiastic, and so far a3 they 
have tested the judgment of public men 
have received encouragement to perse- 
vere. As soon as a few more details 
have been agreed upon they expect to 
issue an address to the veterans of all 
the States, inviting their co-operation.
